ABOUT THIS PUBLICATION 


ABOUT THIS SURVEY 


This publication presents information about the labour force status and 
other characteristics of persons who migrated to Australia, as adults, after 
1970, These persons are likely to have received their education outside 
Australia and had a high probability of entering the labour force soon 
alter arrival in Australia. The information provided enables an assessment 
of the labour market experience of this group of migrants. 


Statistics in this publication were obtained from the Australian Bureau of 
Statistics (ABS) survey Labour Force Status and Other Characteristics of 
Migrants. 


The Labour Force Status and Other Characteristics of Migrants survey 
was conducted throughout Australia in November 1996 as a supplement 
to the ABS monthly Labour Force Survey. 


Data from the survey relate to persons who were not born in Australia, 
had arrived in Australia after 1970, were aged 18 years and over on 
arrival and had obtained permanent resident status. 


Questions asked in the survey covered such topics as birthplace, 
employment, main source of income, educational attainment and 
proficiency in spoken English.

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SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


OVERVIEW In November 1996 the civilian population aged 15 years and over was 
14,442,300 persons. Of these persons, 27% were born outside Australia. 
In this summary, that group of persons born outside Australia, had 
arrived after 1970, were aged 18 years and over on arrival, and had 
obtained permanent resident status are referred to simply as ‘Migrants’. 


There were 1,449,900 migrants, 10% of the civilian population aged 
15 years and over in November 1996. Of these, 891,000 were employed, 
95,500 were unemployed and 463,400 were not in the labour force. 


MIGRATION CATEGORY Migrants were classified according to whether they were the principal 
applicant, the partner of the principal applicant or had migrated from 
New Zealand. Further categories focused on whether the principal 
applicant was sponsored, unsponsored or a refugee. 


In November 1996, 13% of migrants had arrived from New Zealand, 52% 
of migrants were principal applicants and 23% arrived as partners of 
* principal applicants. 


Of the 755,500 principal applicants, 5% were refugees, 48% were 
sponsored and 47% were unsponsored. Males made up 64% of principal 
applicants. 


Most of the sponsored principal applicants (83%) were sponsored by 
family members. Employers sponsored 9% and other persons or 
organisations sponsored 8% of principal applicants.

BIRTHPLACE Some 37% of migrants were born in Europe and the former USSR 
(39% in 1993), with more than half (58%) of that proup being born in 
the United Kingdom and Ireland (down from 59% in 1993). The 
proportions of migrants born in Southeast Asia (18%), Northeast Asia 
(9%), Southern Asia (5%) and New Zealand (11%) was the same as in 
September 1993. Migrants from the Middle East and North Africa made 
up 7% of all migrants (up from 6% in 1993). 
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FAMILY OR FRIENDS IN ‘There were 998,500 migrants who had family or friends in Australia just 
AUSTRALIA BEFORE before migration. Some 451,400 migrants had neither family nor friends 
MIGRATION in Australia. Of those migrants with family only in Australia (736,009), 
| 23% had hushband/wife/partner and/or children in Australia and 35% had 
| brothers/sisters{in-law) only in Australia. 


UNEMPLOYMENT The unemployment rate for migrants was 9.7%. This compared to 9.2% 
for all persons born outside Australia and 7.7% for those persons born 

| im Australia. The rate for malc and female migrants was 9.1% and 10.5% 

respectively. The unemployment rate for principal applicants was 9.6%, 

and 8.7% for partners of principal applicants. Migrants from New 

Fealand had an unemployment rate of 6.8%. 


Persons from Northern America recorded the lowest unemployment rate 
at 5.9%. Migrants born in the Middle East and North Africa recorded the 
highest unemployment rate at 20.9%, followed by those who were born 
in Southern Asia (16.5%). 


LABOUR FORCE The labour force participation rate for migrants was 68.0%, compared to 

PARTICIPATION 58.0% for all persons born outside Australia and 65.1% for those persons 
born in Australia. The rates for male and female migrants were 81.2% 
and 55.4% respectively. The participation rate for principal applicants 
who were sponsored was 65.5% including 92.9% for those sponsored by 


an employer. Migrants from New Zealand recorded a participation rate of 
70.8%.

Those migrants born in Northern America had the highest participation 
rate (86.3%) followed by those born in Africa (excluding North Africa) 
(79.2%). Migrants born in the Middle East and North Africa recorded the 
lowest participation rate (53.8%). 
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MAIN SOURCE OF INCOME Some 439% of female migrants received a wage or salary as their main 
source of income. Government pensions or cash allowances was the 
main source of income for 29% of female migrants. Those who relied on 
their business or share in a partnership made up 6%. 


An estimated 57% of male migrants received a wage or salary as their 
current main source of income. A government pension or cash allowance 
was the main source of income for 20% of male migrants. A further 15% 
relied primarily on their own business or share in partnership.

OCCUPATION Almost three quarters (71%) of migrants who were employed in 


November 1996 had a job before they migrated. Of this group, 46% 
remained in the same occupation. 


The most common occupations for employed migrants were: 


s Professionals (19%), 
=» Tradespersons and related workers (16%), 
s Intermediate clerical, sales and service workers (14%), and 


es Intermediate production and transport workers (12%). 


Some 47% of migrants who did not have a job before migration were 
employed. 


EDUCATIONAL ATTAINMENT The proportion of migrants who had arrived in Australia with post-school 
qualifications was 49%. Of these migrants, a skilled or basic vocational 
qualification (41%)}, and a bachelor degree or higher (37%) were the two 
most commen types of qualification attained before migration. 


A large proportion (44%) of migrants who arrived with a post-school 
qualification obtained that qualification in countries in Europe and the 
former USSR. Migrants who obtained their post-school qualifications in 
countries 1n Oceania (12%) and Southeast Asia (12%) made up the next 
largest groups. 
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PROFICIENCY IN SPOKEN 
ENGLISH 


The majority (55%) of migrants who had acquired post-school 
qualifications before arrival had those qualifications recognised in 
Australia. An estimated 80% of higher degrees and post-graduate 
diplomas held by migrants were recognised in Australia. Some 56% of 
bachelor degrees were recognised, while 52% of skilled and basic 
vocational qualificalions were recognised. 


Of 221,800 migrants who obtained post-school qualifications afier arrival. 
44% obtained a skilled or basic vocational qualification and 30% obtained 
a bachelor degree or higher.

The majority (63%) of migrants were born in other than main English 
speaking countries. Of this group, 29% usually spoke only English at 


home. 


Of those 647,800 persons who spoke a language other than English at 
home, 57% reported that they spoke English well or very well. Some 
44% reported that they could not speak English well and 9% did not 
speak English at all. 


The highest proportion (93%) of migrants born in other than main 
English speaking countries reporting that they usually spoke only English 
at home or spoke English weil or very well were from Africa (excluding 
North Africa). The lowest proportion (43%) was recorded for migrants 
from Northeast Asia.

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TECHNICAL NOTES 


INTRODUCTION 


CALCULATION OF 
STANDARD ERROR 


1 Since the estimates in this publication are based on information 
oblained from occupants of a sample of dwellings, they are subject to 
sampling variability, that is, they may differ from those that would have 
been produced if all dwellings had been inchuded in the survey. One 
measure of the likely difference is given by the standard error (SE), 
which indicates the extent to which an estimate might have varied by 
chance because only a sampie of dwellings was inctuded. There are 
about two chances in three that a sample estimate will! differ by less 
than one SE from the number that would have been obtained if all 
dwellings had been included, and about 19 chances in 20 that the 
difference will be less chan two SE’s. Another measure of the likely 
difference is the relative standard error (RSE), which is obtained by 
expressing the SE as a percentage of the estimate. 


2 Space does not allow for the separate indication of the SE’s of all 
estimates in this publication. A table of standard errors for general 
application is given on page 30. Since they are averages based on 
calculations for a limited number of past surveys over a wide range of 
labour force characteristics these numbers will not give a precise 
measure of the standard error of a particular estimate but they will 
provide an indication of its magnitude. 


3 An example of the calculation and the use of SE's in relation to 
estimates of persons is as follows. Table 3 shows the estimated number 
of persons who arrived in Australia after 1970 aged 18 years and over 
was 1,449,900. Since this estimate is between 1,000,000 and 2,000,000 
the table of standard errors shows that the SE for Australia will lie 
between 12,600 and 16,300 and can be approximated by interpolation as 
14,306 (rounded to the nearest 100). Therefore, there are about two 
chances in three that the value that would have been produced if all 
dwellings had been included in the survey will fall in the range 
1,435,600 to 1,464,200 and about 19 chances in 20 that the value will 
falt within the range 1,421,300 to 1,478,500. This example is illustrated 
in the diagram below. |

4 #£4As can be seen from the standard error table, the smaller the 
estimate, the higher is the RSE. Very small estimates are thus subject to 
such high SE's (relative to the size of the estimate) as to detract 
seriously from their value for most reasonable uses. In these tables, only

estimates with RSE’s less than 25% are considered sufficiently reliable for 
most purposes. However, estimates with larger RSE’s have been included 
and are preceded by an asterisk (e.g. *3.4} to indicate they are subject 
to high SE’s and should be used with caution. 


§ Proportions and percentages formed from the ratio of two estimates 
are also subject to sampling errors. The size of the error depends on the 
accuracy of both the numerator and the denominator. A formula to 
approximate the RSE of a proportion is given below: 


RSE (x/y) = V[RSE (x)]? ~ [RSE (y)]? 


§ Considering the example from paragraph 3 above, of the 1,449,900 
persons who arrived in Australia after 1970 aged 18 years and over, 
there was approximately 866,000 persons or 59.7% whose country of last 
residence was other than a main English-speaking country. The SE of 
866,000 is approximately 11,800 so the RSE is 1.4%. The RSE for 


(59.7%) of 0.6 percentage points. Therefore, there are about two chances 
in three that the proportion of persons whose country of last residence 
was other than a main English-speaking country was between 99.1% and 
60.3% and 19 chances in 20 that the proportion is within the range 
58.5% to 60.9%. 


7 #=©Published estimates may also be used to calculate the difference 
between two survey estimates (of numbers or percentages}. Such an 
estimate is subject to sampling error. The sampling error of the 
difference between two estimates depends on their SE's and the 
relationship (correlation) between them. An approximate SE of the 
difference between two estimates (x-y} may be calculated by the 
following formula: 


SE (x-y) = VISE (x)}2 + [SE (y)]? 


8 While this formula will only be exact for differences between 
separate and uncorrelated characteristics or subpopulations, it is 
expected to provide a good approximation for all differences likely to be 
of interest in this publication. 


9 The imprecision due to sampling variability, which is measured by 
the SE, should not be confused with inaccuracies that may occur because 
of imperfections in reporting by interviewers and respondents and errors 
made in coding and processing data. Inaccuracies of this kind are 
referred to as the non-sampling error, and they may occur in any 
enumeration, whether it be a full count or a sample. Every effort is 
made to reduce the non-sampling error to a minimum by careful design 
of questionnaires, intensive training and supervision of interviewers and 
efficient operating procedures.
